Fire Believed to Have Started from 
a Spark — Falling Shell 
Wrecks an Auto. 


Fire in the ammunition plant of the 
Canadian Car and Foundry Company, 
near ringed, N. J., yesterday after- 
noon destroyed the factory, with a loss 
estimated at $5,000,000, foreed the 
evacuation of a large part of the town 
of Kingsland, making 1,000 people home- 
less for the time, and furnished a spec- 
tacle more magnificent than the muni- 
tions fire on Black Tom Island ‘last 
September. 

For four hours Northern Néw Jer- 
sey, New York City, Westchester, 
and the western end of Long Island lis- 
tened to a bombardment that approxi- 
mated the sqund of a great battle-a 
bombardment in whick..probably ~half. 
a million three-inch high explesive shells 
were discharged. Yet so far as the 
police and hospitals of all that section 


have been able to linen, not a single life 
was lost. 

The reason for thts 1s chiefly to be 
found in the fact that, the shells, which 
were being loaded for the Russian Gov- 
ernment, were not to be equipped with 
detonating fuses until they reached 
Russia. As fast as they were filled 
with trinitrotoluol they were set aside, 
point upward, in cases, like bottles. 
Consequently, as the flames reached 
each case of shells and exploded the 
propelling charges, the projectiles shot 
high into the air+oftentimes several 
hundred feet, but descending without 
the fuse, which alone could explode the 
charge, their fall was only that of so 
much metal. Even so, the fact that 
not one of the thousands of people in 
the neighborhood was hurt, so far as 
can be learned, was due principally to 
the prompt ‘police measures in clearing 
out the houses in the endangered -iis- 
tricts nearby.

Kingsland, Rutherford and other places 
near by were filled‘last night with refu- 
gees, who had fled from their homes in 
the Vicinity of the plant. A dozen per- 
sons were arrested at Kingsland on 
charges of larceny, and orders were is- 
sued by Sheriff’ Courter of Bergen 
County to the guards sent out by him in 
all directions to shoot looters. 

The fire was still smouldering late last 
night ‘in the ruins, Shells exploded al- 
most continuously until 7:30 o'clock, but 
after that hour-the detonations were in- 
termittent, 

Thomas J. Huckin, County Prosecutor, 
and his assistants began last night an 
investigation to fix responsibility for the 
disaster. It was said at the offices of 
‘the Canadian Car and Foundry Company 
that their inquiry had not been com- 
pleted, and that no statement would be 
' issued until today. 

Captain , William, N. Offley of the 
United States Department of Justice, 
‘said he should not order an investigation 


the cause of the explosion unless he 
pertived an intimation that it had been 


caused by some unlawful act. He will 
send a representative from his depart- 
ment over to Kingsland today to inquire 
into the circumstances.

The plant lies in the Jersey meadows, 


|’ geven miles west of the Hudson and 


‘about a mile east of the edge of the 
hill on which lie the twin towns of 
Kingsland and Lyndhurst. The com- 
pany was just finishing a contract of 
nearly $100,000,000 for the Russian Gov- 
ernment, which had kept its plant: busy 
for two years.

THAW CUTS THROAT 

















BUT WILL RECOVER 


Tries to Die in a Philadelphia 
House Where, as ‘Mr. West,’ He 
Hid from New York Police. 


DEBAUCH PRECEDED HIS ACT 


Under Arrest in Hospital, He 
Will Be Brought Here to Face 
Charge of Whipping Boy.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 11.—Harry K. 
Thaw, slayer of Stanford White, added 
attempted suicide to his escapades today. 
Hunted down by detectives with a2 New 
York warrant that charged hirn with 
whipping Fred Gump, Jr., the nineteen- 
year-old ‘gchoolboy, and depressed by 
tha effecta.of-heavy drinking, he slashed 
his left..wrist and,throat with, a.x.gzor 
this morhing in 4 room wheré he was 
hiding in a little two-story: brick board- 
ing house ‘run by Mrs. Elizabeth Tacot 
at 6,260 Walnut Street, . West Philadel- 
phia. * 

Thaw’s wounds, while severe enough 
to make.it probable that he actually at- 
tempted to end his life and was not 
simply courting_sympathy because of 
the new ordeal he faced, will not cause 
death unless unexpected complications 
arise, He was taken to St.’ Mary’s Hos- 
pital in the Kensington section, seven 
miles from the house. There several 
bichloride of mercury‘ tablets were found 
in one of his pockets, but there was 
nothing in his condition shortly before 
midnight to indicate that he had swal- 
lowed any of them. He was very weak 
from loss of blood and was unable to 
make a statement. He is under arrest 
in the hospital, not on a charge of at- 
tempted suicide, but on the New York 
whipping charges. 

With his attempt upon his life it de- 
veloped that Thaw. had been brooding 
over the suicide of Bernard W. Lewis, 
the young Pittsburgher who shot him- 
self in Atlantic City when hunted down 
by the police, who wanted him in con- 
nection with the murder of Mrs. Grace 
Roberts in her apartment here. He had 
discussed the case with several persons,

He had told her he thought Lewis was 
not uilty and had been *’ hounded into 


suicide.” 

Police May Have Been Deceived. 

This latest spectacular act of Thaw’s, 
the climax of a series of lesser esca- 
pades which have marked his life since 
he was adjudged sane in July, 1915, 
followed a clever game of hide-and-seek 
with the police of New York and Phila- 
delphia which has been going on since

Full Text of Guildhall Ad- 
dress Predicting Victory 
in “Next Few Months.” 


ASKS FOR A BIG LOAN 


Reminds Hearers That the Con- 
flict is “a War of Equipment” 
and Cites Rumania’s Plight. 


FIGHTING FOR A REAL PEACE 


it Must Be Founded ‘Yon. the 
Rock of Vindicated Justice”’ 
—Pleads for Self-Denial-

LONDON, Jan. 11.—In a forty-five- 
minute speech at this afternoon's meet- 
ing at the Guildhall to launch the new 
British loan, Premier Lloyd George said 
that the Allies, having received from 
the Central Powers, not a peace offer 
but ‘“‘a trap baited with fine words,” 
could not be charged with having re- 
jected peace terms; that they demanded 
a real peace, and, after the Rome con- 
ference, were satisfied that, though its 


achievement might be difficult, defeat |, 


was impossible. With the financial 
backing which the Government sought 
from the projected loan, he said the 
armies of the Entente would “ cleave 
a road to victory’? in the next few 
months. The Premier’s speech, which 
wap enthusiastically fecelved, was es 
follows: ee 

‘‘My Lord Mayer, my Lords, Ladies, 
and Gentlemen: ¢ € Chinceilor of the 
Exchequer in his axereniast lucid- and 
impressive speech has placed before 
you the business side of this proposal, 
and I think you will agree with: nie, 
after hearing his. explanation of his 
scheme, that. he has offéred for sub- 
scription a loan which possesses all the 
essential ingredients of an attractive 
investment. They are the most gener- 
ous terms that the Government can 
offer without injury to the taxpayer. I 
agree that the Chancellor was right 
in offering such. liberal terms. because 
it is important that we should secure 
a big loan now, 'not merely in order 
to enable us to-finance the war ef- 
fectively, but as a demonstration of the 
continued resalve of this country to 
yrosecute the war; [loud cheers;] and 
it is upon that aspect of the question 
that I should like to say a few words. 

‘The German Kaiser a few days ago 
sent a message to his people that the 
Allies had rejected his peace offers. 
He did so in order to drug those whom 
he could no longer dragoon. [Laughter 
and cheers.] Where are those offers? 
We have asked for them; we have 
never seén them. We were not offered 
terrns; we were offered a trap baited 
with fair words. They tempted: us 
once, but the lion has his eyes open. 
{Loud cheers.}] We have rejected no 
terms that we have ever seen. Of 
course, it would suit them to have 
peace at the present moment on their 
terms. We all-want peace; but when 
we get it it must be a real peace. 
[(Cheers.] 
War Better Than a Prussian Peace. 


“The allied powers separately and 
in council together have come to the 
same conclusion. ([Cheers.] Knowing 
well what war means, knowing es- 
pecially what this war means in suf- 
fering, in burdens, in horrors, they 
have.- still decided that even war is 
better than peace at the.Prussian price 
of domination over Europe. We made 
it clear in our reply to Germany; we 
made it still clearer in our reply to the 
United States.

Mercier Says Belgians 
Want. Peace with Victory 


PARIS, Jan. 11.—Cardinal Mercier, 
in a private letter printed in La 
Croix, the official church organ, de- 
clares that if the truth were known 
about Belgium. neutral nationd would 
not confine themselves to words. The 
Belgian Cardinal declares that Bel- 
gium is now suffering as never be- 
fore. He writes: 

‘We are all prisoners here, but if 
the neutrals knew of the treatment 
inflicted on us, I do not believe that 
they would confine themselves : to 
verbal remonstrances. If they did, 
we should have to despair of fraternal 
charity and humanity.” 

The Cardinal ‘adds, in a postscript, 
that although the Belgians are de- 
pressed, they are by no means. dis- 
couraged and few want peace with- 
out victory.

** Our adversaries declined this propo- 
sition, giving as the reason that it is a 
proposition without sincerity and with- 
out importance. The form in which they 
clothe their communication excludes an 
answer to them, but the Imperial.

Text of Allies’ Reply to Wilson 





Ambenbedec Sharp to the Secretary of State: 
(Telegram No. 1,806.) 
' AMERICAN EMBASSY, 
Paris, Jan. 10, 1917. 
The following is the translation of the French 
note: .. ‘ 


The allied Governments have received the note 
which was delivered to them in the name of the 
Government of the United States on the 19th of De- 
cémber, 1916. They have studied it with the care 
imposed upon them both by the exact realization 
which they have of the gravity of the hour and by 
the sincere friendship which attaches them to the 
American people. 

In a general way they wish to declare that they 
pay tribute to the elevation of the sentiment with 
which the American note is inspired and that they 
associate themselves, with all their hopes, with the 
pioject for the creation of a league of nations to in- 
sure peace and justice throughdéut the world. They 
recognize all the advantages for the cause of hu- 
manity and civilization which the institution of in- 
ternational agreements, destiged to avoid violent 
conflicts between nations would prevent—agree- 
ments which must imply the sanctions necessary to 
insure their execution, and thus to prevent an ap- 
parent security from only facilitating new aggres- 
sions. 

But a discussion of future arrangements des- 


‘tined to insure an enduring peace presupposes a 


satisfactory settlement of the actual conflict. The 
Allies have as profound a desire as the Government 
of the United States to terminate as soon as possible 
a war for which the Central Empires are responsi- 
ble and which inflicts such cruel sufferings upon 
humanity. But ‘they believe that it is impossible at 
the present moment to attain a peace which will as- 
sure them reparation, restitution, and such guaran- 
tees to which they are entitled by the aggression for 
which the responsibility rests with the Central 
Powers, and of which the principle itself ténded to 
ruin the security of Europe—a peace which: would, 
on the other hand, permit the establishment of the 


future of European nations’ dff%a. solid basis. “The

interests, but, above all, to safeguard 
the inqepeneanes of peoples, of right, and of hu- 
manity. 

The Alliés are fully aware of thé losses and suf- 
fering which the war causes to neutrals as well as 
to belligerents, and they deplore them, but they do 
not hold themselves responsible for them, having 
in no way éither willed or provoked this war; and 
they strive to reduce these damages in the measure 
compatible with the inexorable exigencies of their 
defense against the violence and the wiles of the 
enemy. \ 

It is with satisfaction, therefore, that they take 
note of the declaration that the American com- 
munication is in nowise associated in its origin 
with that of the Central Powers transmitted on the 
18th of December by the Government of the United 
States. They did not doubt, moreover, the resolu- 
tion ‘of that Government te avoid even the appear- 
ance of a support, even moral, of the authors 
responsible for the war. 

The allied Governments believe that they must 
protest in the most friendly but in the most specific 
manner against the assimilation, established in the 
American note, between the two groups of bel- 
ligerents; this assimilation, based upon public dec- 
larations by the Central Powers, is indirect oppo- 
sition to the evidence, both as regards responsi- 
bility for the past and as concerns guarantees for 
the future; Pregident Wilson, in mentioning it, 
certainly had no intention of associating himself 
with it. 

If there is a historical fact established at the 
present date, it is the willful aggression of Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary to insure their 
hegemony over Europe and their economic domi- 
nation over the world. Germany proved by her 


, territorial conventions and international agree- 
“ments, suitable to: guarantée te 


_justice, upon the inviolable fidelity to international 


declaration of war, by the immediate violation of 
Belgium and Luxemburg, aad by her manner of 
conducting the war her simulating contempt for 
all principles of humanity and all respect for small 
States. As the conflict developed, the attitude of 
the Central Powers and their allies has been a 
continual defiance of humanity and civilization. 

Is it necessary to recall the horrors which 
accompanied the invasion of Belgium and of Serbia, 
the atrocious régime imposed upon the invaded 
countries, the massacre of hundreds of thousands 
of inoffensive Armenians, the barbarities’ perpe- 
trated against the populations of Syria, the raids 
of Zeppelins on open. towns, the destruction by. 
submarines of passenger steamers and of merchant- 
men even under neutral flags, the cruel treatment 
inflicted upon prisoners of war, the juridical mur- 
ders of Miss Cavell, of Captain Fryatt, the deporta- 
tion and the reduction to slavery of civil popula- 
tions, et cetera? The execution of such a series 
of crimes, perpetrated without any regard for uni- 
versal reprdbation, fully explains to President 
Wilson the protest of the Allies. 

They consider that the note which they sent to 
the United States in reply to the German note 
will be a response to the questions put by the 
American Government, and, according to the exact 
words of the latter, “ constitute a public declaration 
as to the conditions upon which the war could be 
terminated.” 

President Wilson desires more: he desires that 
the belligerent powers openly affirm the objects 
which they seek by continuing the war; the Allies 
experience no difficulty in replying to this request. 
Their objects in the war are well known; they have 
been formulated on many occasions by the chiefs 
of their divers Governments. Their objects will 
not be made known in detail with all the equitable 
compensation and indemnities for damages suf- 
fered until the hour of negotiations. But the 
civilized world knows that they imply, in all neces- 
sity and in the first instance, t _ Festoration of 
Belgium, of Serbia, and of Montenegro, and the 
indemnities which are due them; the evacuation of «, 
tle invded territories “éf Wrahee; OF Hissia, and~ :

Ambassador Sharp to the Secretary of State: 

(Telegram. ) 
AMERICAN Empassy, 
. Paris, Jan. 10, 1917. 

Copy of Belgian note as follows: . 

The Government of the King, which has associated 
itself with the answer handed by the President of the 
French Council to the American Ambassador on behalf of 
all, is particularly desirous of paying tribute to’the sen- 
timent of humanity which prompted the President of the 
United States to send his note to the belligerent. powers, 
and it highly esteems the friendship expressed for Bel- 
gium through his kindly intermediation. It desires as 
much as Mr. Woodrow Wilson to see the present war 
ended as early as possible. 

But thé President seems to believe that the statesmen 


‘of the two opposing camps pursue the same object of 


war. The example of Belgium unfortunately demon- 
strates that this is in no wise the fact. Belgium has- 
never, like the Central Powers, aimed at conquest. The 
barbarous fashion in which the German Government hag 
treated, and is still treating, the Belgian ration does not 
permit the supposition that Germany will preoccupy her- 
self with guaranteeing in the future the rights of the 
weak nations, which she has not ceased to trample under 
foot since the « ‘war, ‘et Magee by her, began to Canolante:

CONGRESS VIEWS OF NOTE. 


All Think It Ends Peace Talk—Re- 
buke, Say Republicans.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—There was 
little opportunity tonight. to get mature 
comment on the allied note from’ mem- 
bers of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives. It was made public too 
late to be printed in the afternoon 
Papers here, and as a result few mem- 
bers of. Congress got a chance to read 


it. "Those who did preferred to delay 
judgment until they had studied it more 
carefully. 

On one point, nowever, all of the con- 
gressional contingent who had seen the 
note seémed agreed: That there was 
no longer any >ossibility of immediate 
peace negotiations. Two members of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations, Senator Saulsbury, President 
pro tempore of the Senate, and Senator 
Borah, were willing to commit, them- 
selves to that extent, 

“One must -conclude,’’ Senator Boran 
said, *‘ from reading the fote and from 
what it explains, both in express lan- 
guage and in its spirit, that the peace 
negotiations must be postponed for a 
season.”’ 

Senator Saulsbury also thought the 
document showed beyond a doubt that 
the Allies were in ho mood at presént 
to make peace on the basis of a com- 
promise. This view was in entire ac- 
cord with that of other Senators who 
vere reached at their homes this even- 
ng. 

It was the general sentiment that the 
express terms named by the Allies, and 
even more the terms suggested and 
barely veiled in general language, were 
so strong, and so uncom romisins that 
they left no hope for German acqul- 
escence. Nearly all these men called 
attention to the demand for the elimina- 
tion of Turkéy frotn curope and fur the 
restoration of  Alsace-Lorraine to 
France, which they regarded as unques- 
tionably contained in the reference to 
“provinces or territories wrested in tue 
past from the Allies by force or against 
the will of their population,” as likely 
to be especially distasteful to the Cen- 
tral Powers. ; 

Most of :the men interviewed consid- 
ered the note an unusually strong paper 
from the standpoint of the Entente Al- 
lies, and regarded it as a very frank 
statement of purposes as compared with 
the German note to the. President, 
yen had refuséd absolutely to state 
erms.

LONDON, Jan. 11—The new British 
loan was launched at a great meeting 
at the Guildhall today, when the Pre- 
mier, David Lloyd George, supplemented 
his appeal for subscriptions with a brief 
and confident review of the war situa- 
tion, and. Andrew Bonar. Law, Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, discussed the fi- 
nancial end of the plan. 

Tremendous enthusiasm was displayed, 
and crowds of people waited for hours 
Patiently in the sleet for a chance io 
get standing room in the hall after the 
ticket-holders were admitted. Support- 
ing the principal speakers was an énor- 
mous gathering of statesmen and com- 
mercia) and ‘financial leaders. 


Bonar Law explained the new loan 
which, briefly, gives the option of a 
per cent. taxable ioan at Ys or a tax- 
compounded ioan at 4 per cent. at par, 
which apparentiy is liaple caly to a su- 
pertax.

“LONDON, Jan. 11.—This is neither a ; 


character sketch of the Prime Minister

You could not tell that it would not mean 
ruin. 

** That mortgage will be cleared off for- 
ever, [loud cheers]—better security on a 
better foundation, safer security, and at 
a better rate of interest. [Laughter.] 
The world will then be able, when this 
war is over, to attend to its business in 
peace. There will be no war or rumors 
of war to disturb and to distract. We 
can build up, we can reconstruct, we can 
till, we can cultivate and enrich, and the 
burden and terror and waste of war will 
have gone.

Sheltered in School Buildings. 


To the police and to Father Thomas J. 
McDermott of the Sacred Hezrt Church 
is due most of the credit for getting 
things into some degree of order. Father 
McDermott had the church thrown open 
as an asylum for all children, and by 
his untiring efforts many families were 
reunited there. The Commissioners of 
Union Township reopened the school 
buildin, that had just closed, and of- 
fered them as shelter to the refugees. 
ns = them stayed but most of them 

not. 

The fire by this time had spread over 
the whole munitions plant; Kingsland 
was shadowed by a pall of smoke, there 
was an urmbroken roar of. explosions 
from the factory at the foot of the hill, 
and the air was full of streamers of 
smoke from flying shells. Far beyond 
the Guinea Hill section terror was 
spreading, and there was atime when 
most of Kingsland was on the run. Park 
Avenue,’ leading to Rutherford, was 
jammed. .with the automobiles of the 
well to do, threading their way in and 
out among parties: of the passersby in 
flight before thé,rain of shells. 

Many of the fugitives were accommo- 
dated in schoolhouses and churches in 
Rutherford; some of them went on as 
far as Hackensack,where the courthouse 
was thrown open for ‘their reception. 
Before darkness had fallen the town 
commissioners were busy trying to get 
"ood for the crowds that had Meen driven 
out, but here there appeared new dif- 
ficulties. The telephone trunk _ lines 
leading’ into Kingsland .and Lyndhurst 
vere down for the most part, and many 

those out of Rutherford had also 
een cut. Impromptu relief organiza- 
tion was carried out by the officials 
and there seemed no probability last 
right that there would be any material 
suffering from lack of food among the 
refugees; but hundreds of them were 
rowded into poorly heated buildings 
and shivered through the bitter coldness 

f the night. 


Flee to Frozen Marshes. 


On the flats the mob of terror-crazed 
fugitives from the munitions factory 


;Spread out as soon as they had cleared 


the. fence and thought of nothing but 
to get as far away as possible with the 
greatest possible speed. All around 
were the Jersey meadows, and not far 
away flowed the Hackensack River. 
Meadows and river, however, meant lit- 
tle to the frightened negroes, who saw 
everything in flames behind them and 
whose flight was accelerated by_ the 
siiells that were dropping on all sides. 

They swarmed out straight across the 
marshes; and had the weather been 
warmer many of them would goubtless 
have been drowned or miréd amo 1e 
reeds. Butthe meadows were frozen oVer. 
A group of half a dozen workmen who 
had 10und a \,ecak spot in the ice broke 
through near shore and were found later 
by ambulance surgeons dazed and half 
frozen, nearly everybody got away un- 
hurt: There wWere stories of men picked 
up exhausted in Newark, miles distant; 
indeed, mythmaking became general all 
over northern New Jersey, and _ the 
story-telling instinct, which at first 
dealt with the hundreds of dead, pres- 
ently turned its attention, when it was 
found. that nobody had been killed, to 
embellishing the comic and grotesque 
incidents of the panic. 

When the fire first began to spread 
and it seemed that all of Kingsland was 
doomed, hurry calls for help were sent 
to the Essex County, Englewood and 
Passaic Hospitals, and when all the 
ambulances from these institutions had 
been called out, more aid was telephoned 
for from points further distant. largé

along one of the streets in Guinea Hill 
when a three-inch shell dropped, from 
the skies right into their car, wrecking 
it, But the two Chiefs and their driver 
were uninjured. - . ‘ 

There. were stories that men trying to 
break out of’the:plant had been beaten. 
back by guards, tut. Mr..Hatch explained, 
this by: saying that many of the fugi- 
tives, maddened by fear, were found 
running into blind allies or toward parts 
of the plant which would soon be ablaze, 
and he said that only those had been 
driven back yho were running into 
danger. a 

The guards themselves refused to say 
anything to any one, even to giving the 
number of the buildings of the men 
employed at the plant, and whenever 
they heard workmen talking to outsiders 
they ordered them to shut up. When 
one of: these orders was given by a 
guard in the presence of one of the 
Prosecutor’s assistants the offender was 
warned that he would be arrested if he 
did it again, and after that there was 
less attempt to suppress information. 


Looters Are Arrested. 


Five ‘men who came up from Carl- 
stadt, N. J., and volunteered their serv- 
ices as guards on the cordon were 
caught looting before they had been at 
work an hour. Five more looters were 
arrested on Guinea Hill early in the 
evening, and Mayor Clay and Chief Mc- 
Intyre then gave orders that any one 
caught in the act after that would De 
shot at once. ; 

It is said that the Canadian Car & 
Foundry Company had given a bond of 
$1,000,000. to cover damages -that mi 
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be done to the life and property of ot 
citizens of Kingsland 

in Oe to This pond was originally 
only $100,000, but was raised, according 
‘o the story current. last: night, after 
the explosion at Black Tom. 

Up to midnight omy. six hopses on 
Guinea Hill had been burned, though 
many more had’ been struck by un- 
exploded shells. Those who were nearest 
the blaze reported that the Lackawanna 
shops did not seem to have suffered 
material damage. It was remarked that, 
since there was no great explosion, but 
only a long series of small ones, com- 
paratively few windows were broken, 
even in Kingsland. 

One death was due indirectly to the 
fire. Frank Wiesenki, who lived on 
Guinea Hill, worked in a factory in 
@riington, N. J. He got 
message from his wife soon after she 
fled from her home, and her terror con- 
vinced him that .not only all of Kings- 
land, but all of Arlington, was going to 
go up in flames. So he wert down to 
‘the railroad station to take a train to 
@ome place of safety, and in jumping to 
eatch the first one that came along he 
fell under trucks and was killed. 


Bring Refugees Together. 


At midnight there were still many 
families which had not Den reunited. 


The Stuyvesant and Lincoln School- 
houses and the Sacred Heart Church 
were full of refugees who were being 
sorted out and brought together as rap- 
idly as aging 5 and many others were 
housed the factory of H. B. Taub on 
Midland Avenue, just outside the danger 


zone. 
Mr. Taub threw open his rocket at 
the very beginning of the flight from 
Guinea Hill, and personally assisted 
many women to get their chudren to 
safety. Despite the reports of parties 
of workmen lost in the meadows, it 
could not be ascertained with any de- 
gree of probability that any man had 
been killed or was missing, and reports 
of injuries spoke only of one or two 
who had been grazed by splinters 
thrown by falling shells. _- 

Meanwhile from the office buildings 
and tall apartment houses in New York 
hundreds of people watched the sporadic 
flare of exploding munitions late into

This sense of life in the war zone was 
increased the numbers of returning 
travelers from Jersey who crossed the 
ferries in the evening, bri 
them unexploded shells as souvenirs.

EXPLOS!ONS FELT IN CITY. 


Staten Island Terrified, While Po- 
lice Mobilized Surgeons and Nurses. 


‘ Yesterday's explosion in New Jersey 
first made itself known to persons in 
the skyscrapers in lower Manhattan and‘ 
the residents of Rivereide Drive by a 
great cloud of smoke, like that of a 
volcano, which appeared on the horizon 
and was then swept away to the south 
by a strong northerly wind. 

As explosion followed explosion the de- 
tonations were heard like the @istant 
rumbles of thunder by those in this 
city who happened to be high above or. 
otherwise removed from the noise of 
traffic. When dar«xness came the giare 
of the conflagration could be plainly 
seen from the west side of Manhattan 
until late in the night. Now and then 
the red in the sky was momentarily 
heightened by the flash of an explosion 
as the flames in the munitions plant 
spread from one storage house to an- 
other. 

A canvass of the police stations in 
Manhattan disclosed that the force of: 
the concussion had done no damage, 
such as was caused by the nearer ex- 
plosion last Summer on Black Tom 
Peninsula, when windows were smashed 
in buildings throughout the southern 
end of Manhattan. : 

. Pottce’ Headquarters was notified at 
4:15. o’clock. by the Newark police that 
15,000 tons of dynamite had blown up, 
and that explosions were dccurring in- 
termittently in parts of the at plant. 
Subsequent reports showed that no dy- 

ad been exploded. The Newark 
police further reported that rescuers 
were at first unable to get within a mile 
of the place, although rescue squads had 
been hurriede by train or auto from 
practically every precinct in Northern 
New Jersey 

When this information was communi- 
cated to Deputy Police Commissioner 
Dunham, he got in touch with Police 
Commissioner Woods, who directed that 
all the relief forces of the local Police 
Department, which he recently organized 
in preparation for any gow catastrophe, 
be mobilized and held in readiness to go 
to Kingsland if there should be a call for 
assistance. . 
Commissioner Woods also directed 
that the wireless apparatus on the dome 
of Police Headquarters be put in oper- 
tion, and messages were exchan 
with stations in New Jersey nearest the 
lace of the explosion. Sergeant Harry 
J.. Taylor, in Commissioner:' Woods’s 
automobile, hurried to Kingsland to 
find out what assistance was needed, 
and as ‘quickly as possible report back 
to Chief Inspector Schmittberger. 

Meanwhile Dr. ard P. Higgins, 
Chief Department Surgeon, was in- 
structed to have fifteen regular Police 
Surgeons and 100 volunteer reserve sur- 
geons' hold themselves ready fer fur- 
ther directions, and preparations were 
made to similarly instruct “more than 
700 nurses of the police relfef reserves. 

Early in the evening Sergeant Gig Soe] 
made his first report. He said he d 
learned that the rescue squads and rep- 
resentatives of the munitions company 
had been unable to discover any fatali- 
ties, and later 1t was learned that no 
outside: aid was needed. 

The’ disaster produced terrifying ef- 
fects all over Staten Island, where :the 
residents had not forgotten: the Black 
Tom losian.

Safety Ordinance. 


Many regulations for the storage, 
handling, ani shipment of: explosives 
had .been. enacted by the, Federal au- 
thorities and by i:nany States, particu- 
latly those’of\the East,’ before the Black 
Tom explosion last Fall focused atten 
tion on fhe danger from the presence 11 
or near centers of population of large 
quantities of death-dealing material, 

The Black Tom explosion brought on a 
new movement for the permanent abate- 
ment of-the menace. ana Néw York and 
twew Jersey, particularity, dqvoted them- 
selves to the task. In this city it was 
fourid that the Bureau of Combustibles 
‘of the Fire Department already had 
taken every practicable precaution and 
that New York’s onty danger from a 
great explosion lay in the proximity to 
its busily’ manufacturing neighbor on 
the other side of the Hudson. 

The Canadian Car and Foundry Com- 
party was one of the opponents to the 
efforts of' Jersey City and nearby com- 
munities to enact and enforce laws to 
protect their communities from the dan- 
ger of the presence or passage of high 
explosives. ‘The Jersey. City aldermen 
adopted on Aug. 1 resolutions designed 
to stop the shipment of explosives or 
fre, T sceriaaats Mitel them within. the city 

n. 5 

During the next few days policemen 
of Jersey City and nearby towns haltea 
and searched trains believed to be car- 
rying munitions shipments, but mostly 
failed to find any. The Central Ralil- 
road of New: Jersey sent out warni 
that the city authorities would be hel 
responsible for delaying such shipments, 
and in some towns private detectives 
werg set to guard loaded cars, but 
Perth Amboy and Roosevelt, N. J., both 
joined the fight within the next few 
days by enacting similar - ordinances. 

A few days later the Canadian Car 
and Foundry Company brought suit to 
restrain the Jersey City Commission 
from interfering with shipments of 
shrapnel destined to Russia over the 
D., A & W. The Jersey City Commis- 
sioners announced their determination 
to enforce their embargo, and called 
upoh the Federal authorities to arrange 
for water movement of all such cargoes. 

The company obtained its injunction 
within a week, and the shipment’of mu- 
nitions through Jersey City was ,re- 
sumed, but the city authorities ‘still 
were determined to hold up the product 
of other companies and to enforce their 
regulations against storage of explo- 
sives. , 

A few days later the Canadian Car 
and Foundry Company moved its first 
shipment of munitions through the city, 
but quickly unloaded them and trans- 
ferred them to barges. There followed 
the -arrest by the Jersey City police of 
men handling munitions in fest cases 
destgned to determine their right to

Fears of Jersey commuters were some- 
what allayed after that, when the rail- 
roads announced that they were using 
extreme care in the transfer of explo- 
sives. A few weeks later the fight prac- 
tically subsided, when Jersey. City con- 
tented itself with passing an ordinance 
that all cars loaded with munitions must 
be plainly marked and that they could 
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be moved only in daylight.

ANOTHER TENNIS VIEW. . 


Williams and Wightman Want Com- 
promise Amateur Rule. 


In a pamphlet which has been sent to 
many of the tennis players in the East, | 
Richard Norris Williams, 2d, of Boston, | 
holder of the national singles cham- | 
pionship, and George W. Wightman, | 


also of Boston, express their views on | 


the proposed amateur rule barring play- , 
ers in the sporting goods business from , 
the ranks of tennis amateurs, and seek 


to enlist support for their opinions when 
the question comes before the annual | 
meeting ofthe tennis association. The | 
picture of the situation as drawn by | 
hese two is different from anything | 
that has heretofore been said on the, 
subject. They do not support the Ex: | 
ecutive Committee in the rule which it 
will present, but on the other hand 
neither do they accord with the view of 
the Coast men, who want the present 
conditions to remain practically un- 
changed. They take a middle ground, 
submitting a compromise rule for con- 
sideration. 

They are outspoken in asserting that 
they do not believe a two-thirds vote 
for the new rule can be gained at the 
anrtual meeting. This is what is re- 
quired for passage. They do‘ accord 
with the view of the Executive Commit- 
tee that some change should be made, 
but they differ as to the means that 
shall be taken to this end. It is pointed 
out that any rule which may arouse 
animosities, and even cause a break be- 
tween two sections of the country, is 
dangerous to the future of the sport. 
What they propose is that the rule be 
worded so that it will bar all men from 
the amateur ranks who engage in the 
sporting goods business after the rule is 
passed, but they would take no action 
against those men who are engaged in 
the business at the present time. 

Speaking of the rule emanating from 
the Executive Committee which would 
discriminate against many prominent 
players the pamphlet says ‘to rob the 

resent game of lawn tennis of some of 
ts finest men, some of its truest sports- 
men, and some of its most skillful play- 
ers a the exercising of mere opinion on 
an abstract proposition is not entirely 
sensible.”’ { 

The clause which Williams and Wight- 
man suggest for substitution Mm the pro- 
posed rule under the heading of a per- 
son shall cease to be an amateur by 
committing any of the following acts is: 
** By entering into the business of han- 
dling, buying, or-selling tennis goods 
after the date of the possege of this 
rule, due notice having been given.” 

The present passage in regard to this 
reads: ‘‘Any person engaged in the han- 
dling, buying, or selling of tennis goods 
after April 1, 1918, shall, during the 
time he is so engaged, be ineligible to 
play in-any open or invitation tourna- 
ment or team match given under the 
auspices of the U. S. N. L. T. A.”

Walter J. Travis is one of the most 
commanding figures in the world of 
golf. He won the national amateur 
championship three times, and was tied 
for second place jin the national open 
championship at Garden City in 1902. 
His greatest feat, however, was his vic- 
tory in the British amateur champion- 
ship at Sandwich in 1904, where he de- 
feated the greatest amateur golfers in 
the world with the help of the centre- 
shafted Schenectady putter. His 


|magic use of the new putter in that 


tournament resulted in a ruling by 
drew’s barring such a putter in all 
British tournaments. Travis has not 
played in any tournaments in the last 
ear, but in 1915 he demonstrated that 
is power had not wgned by winning 
the Metropolitan amateur championship 
at Apawamis. He has laid out many 
of the foremost courses in the country, 
and is at present engaged in the con- 
struction of half a dozen courses in the 
metropolitan district. He_is also the 
editor of The American Golfer. Just 
at present. he is at Palm Beach, and 
will probably remain there for some 


me. 

The ruling under which he is de- 
barred was made by striking out the 
clause in section 7 of the by-laws, 
which expressly provides that laying 
out, constructing, supervising or giving 
advice eoncerning the layout, construc- 
tion or upkeep of a golf course or any 
part thereof” shall not be considered 
grounds for debarment as an amateur 
golfer. The Executive Committee has 
also gone a step further, and has 
changed the wording of Ruling 6, under 
which Ouimet was barred, and has 
made it more comprehensive in scope 
and clearer in its intent. The new 
ruling reads—violations of the above 
rule (Section 7)—‘‘ Engaging in any 
business connected with the game oO 
golf wherein one’s usefulness or profits 
arise because of skill or prominence in 
the game of golf.” This enables the 
Executive Committee to debar golfers 
who capitalize their fame in other chan- 
nels than the sporting goods business. 

None the less the Woodland officials 
are prepared to fight to the last ditch 
tonight for the reinstatement of Ouimet, 
Tewksbury, and Sullivan. This will be 
the main issue at the meeting, but the 
conservative forces in the U. S. G. A. 
have scored a tremendous hit with the 
opening gun. It is probable that this 
exhibition of determination on the part 
of the Executive Committee will do 
much to ward off the attack that is 
expected on the part of the Western 
clubs. The Woodland officials and the 
Western clubs were expected to unite 
in an attack on the amateur ruling, as 
it was adopted at the meeting in Chi- 
cago last year, but the publication of 
the widening of the scope of the rule 
may upset all calculations. 

The only other matter of importance 
which wilh come before the meeting will 
be the awarding of the three national 
championships for 1917. It seems rea- 
sonably certain that the amateur cham- 
pionship will go to Oakmont and the 
women’s championship to Shawnee.

LEGAL BATTLE FOR 
EMES AGAINST BAN 


Athlete to Seek Injunction Al- 
lowing Him to Compete in 
Games Tomorrew Night. 


Edward L. Emes of the Bronx Church 
House declared last night with em- 
phasis that he would fight the edict of 
the Registration Committee of the Met- 
ropolitan Association of the A. A. U. to 
the effect that he was ineligible to com- 
pete as‘an amateur because he is en- 
gaged in the sporting goods business. 
His battle will be waged by the injunc- 
tion method, which means that the 
much-discussed rule touching on che 
‘“‘ capitalization of athletic fame” will 
be paraded before the courts for inter- 
pretation. 

Various amateur governing bodies are 
wrestling with the same question that is 
now being violently agitated in Amateur 
Athletic Union circles, but if Emes per- 
sists in his expressed determination ae 
will be the first man to ask for a legal 
interpretation on the right of amateur 
governing bodies to determine who shall 
and who shall not have the right to 
compete under the rules,

tor which he had entered before the 
Registration Committee made its ruling. 
Emes said that in all probability this 
application would be presented to a Su- 
preme Court judge today, and gave the 
terms of the application as follows: 

I ask for a temporary injunction re- 
straining officials of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union, the referee, and all officegs 
and representatives governing said meet 
from interfering, barring, or ejecting

JOCKEY CLUB RAPS 
SELLING RAGE WAR 


Takes Step at Annual Meeting 
to Prevent Evil Practices 
of Certain Owners. 


At the annual meeting of The Jockey 
Club, held in the offices of the club at 
18 East Forty-first Street, yesterday 
afternoon, the rules of racing were 
amended, but with the exception of the 
conditions governing selling races and 
the qualification for maiden events 
there was little change except in the 
verbiage of the rules, 2 


The selling race amendment was the 
most important, as it was proposed with 
a view to benefiting the large number 
of owners who ‘enter their horses in 
selling races with the bona fide inten- 
tion of winning the purse, if pos- 
sible, and disposing of their horses 
if they: are bid up. There have 
been many complaints. to the ef- 
fect that certain owners entered horses 
in selling races with the idea of bidding 
up the winner of the race. Under the 
rule, before it was amended recently, 
half of ‘the money. accruing from the 
bidding up went to the owner of the 
second horse. Then came the rule in 
force last year that the surplus paid for 
the winner over the announced mpi oe 
price should be equally divided ambng 
the owners of the other horses in the 
race. Under 'this rule it was asserted 
that certain owners ran horses in selling 
races with the one idea of dividing yp 
this surplus money, and in consequence 
bid up every winner so that the amount 
divided should be as large as possible. 

This practice will not be possible un- 
der the new rule, which provides that 
the surplus bid on a horse either 
claimed or sold at auction shall go to 
the assotiation, to be acded to the 
overnight events of the sccond day fol- 
lowing the sale. The original draft of 
the rule read that the surplus money 
should go to the overnight events of 
the day collowing. but discussion led to 
the’ change which provides that the 
money shall be put up on the second 
day. 

The new rule is likely to lead to great 
benefits for the small owners, who pro- 
vide most of the entries in the over- 
night events. It means that should a 
horse be run up $1,000 over his entered 
wrice there will be that amount of mon- 
ey to be added to the card two days 
later over and above. the original 
amount added to each overnight event 
by the association holding the races. 
The putting off of this extra prize 
money for one day will allow the horses 
which ran in the original race another 
chance to compete for their share of 
the run-up money. There {is a provision 
that if the surplus occurs on the last 
day of the meeting it shall be added 
cn the first day of the next meeting 
given by the association. 

The change in the maiden rule_was 
brought about by the victory of Harry 
Payne Whitney’s Hwfa in a private 
sweepstakes at Piping Rock last Spring. 
This netted about $10,000 to the owner, 
but Hwfa, after competing in several 
stake events without success, was 
dropped into a maiden race late in the 
season’ against very inferior horses. The 
old rule allowed winners of a match or 
private sweepstakes to remain maidens, 
but the new rule will exclude them from 
maiden races. It reads: 

‘““A ‘maiden’ is a horse which at time 
of starting has never won a race on the 
flat in any country.”’

Playing one last program, to be re- 
peated today, before the gala events of 
next week’s seventy-five-year jubilee, 
the Philharmonic men had Efrem Zim- 
balist as guest at Carnegie Hall last 
night in Brahms’s violin concerto, pre- 
ceded by Schubert's ‘‘ Unfinished ’’ sym- 
phony. After an intermission came 
Rubin Goldmark’s ‘‘ Samson” and 
Wagner's prelude to ‘‘ Meistersinger.”’ 
The ‘semi-novelty, ‘‘Samson,’’ in its 
original form, was played in New York 
by the Boston Orchestra on March 19, 
1914, 

Mr.° Goldmark’s tone poem represents 
the emotional and dramatic aspects of 
the fate of the Old Testament hero, 
with,some suggestion, at the end, of the 
demolition of the temple. But this 
demolition is hardly more than sug- 
gested, and r. Goldmark had_ been 
so wise as to confine himself chiefly 
to the emotional and psychological! ele- 
ments of the story. The piece is in one 
movement, but there are four divisions, 
representing Samson, Delilah, the b 
trayal, and Samson in the Temple. 
There is much that ig dignified, 
paszioned and exalted in Mr. Gold- 
mark’s music, finely pene themes, 
stirring development of them, skill in 
orchestral treatment, which ig of warm 
and at times gorgeous coloring. There 
is little attempt’ to produce an Oriental 
atmosphere, but there is a somewhat 
oppressive persistence of the mood o 
dark passion, despair, tragedy. . :

the pretense. That was in ‘‘ Seven 
Days,"’ too, and, for that matter, it 
has been a feature of every third farce 
unsuccessfully produced in this city in 
the last five years. So why not in ‘‘In 
for the Night ’’? 

All these familiar and unplausibly pre- 
sented didos take place in an old inn 
on the Hosten Post Road, a _ setting 
attractively esigned by the brilliant 
Everett Shinn.

Senate Fails to Indorse Assembly’s 
Investigation Proposal.

ALABNY, Jan. 11.—The Senate failed 
to concur today in the amendment to 
the resolution appointing a committee 
to investigate the practicability of im- 
posing a tax on the motion picture in- 
dustry in the State, which extends the 
scope of the inquiry to embrace the 
whole theatrical business. The amend- 
ment was offered in the Assembly last 
night by Clarence F. Welsh of Albany, 
and was adopted unanimously.

Committee on Taxation and Retrench- 
ment, of which Senator Emerson is 
Chairman. The Senate’s action does not 
necessarily mean that Assemblyman 
Welsh’s amendment is lost, but it fore- 
shadows the hard fight which the Legis- 
lature will have if the attempt is made 
to torce the whole theatrical business 
to pay a State tax on its earnings. 
There will be a great deal of op osi- 
tion to the plan to tax the ‘“‘ movies,

The separate note of Belgium will be 
read in this country with interest and 
deep sympathy. It is pathetic, it 
draws a distressing picture of the suf- 
ferings of that entirely innocent and 
most déeply wronged kingdom, but it 
offers a spectacle of foble fortitude 
and manly resolve that commands the 
world’s admiration. Germany’s note, 
plainly timed for contemporaneous 
presentation to the world with. the 
allied reply, is a deplorable mistake. 
Inept “and inopportune, by the ex- 
travagance and unwisdom of many of 
its statements serving to heighten 
rather than to destroy the. effect of 
the note of the Allies, it must be set 
down as another of the unaccountable 
blunders of German diplomacy. Ger- 
many has now to concern herself with 
more serioys matters than paper con- 
tentions about the right and wrong uf 
the war, as to which the world has 
once and forever made up its mind. 
President Witson and the Allied Pow- 
ers have opened to her the op 
tunity and imposed upon her the 
necessity of saying whether the \.ur 
shall end now.

THE BRITISH LOAN. 

The United States is now the great- 
est lending natidn..It, therefore, has 
a@ specific as well as general interest 
in the greatest financial operation 
ever attempted. The new British 
loan is not really so great as it ap- 
pears. It must be regarded as & 
refunding operation until it appears 
how much new méney is raised above 
the seven billion dollars of old debt to 
be converted. Whatever its size, it is 
merely an item in:the most impressive 
exhibition of moral and physical force 
any country ever showed. The “na- 
tion of shopkeepers” turned soldiers 
overnight. The freemen of the little 
isles are the mainstay of the Allies. 
The point of specific interest to us is 
the part this loan may, or even must, 
play in correcting the exchanges be- 
tween the United States and the 
Allies, 

If we want to continue the exports 
which.are the support of our domestic 
prosperity we. must take either gold 
or paper for our excess of exports 
over imports: .We already have too 
much gold. We may have to take too 
much of our own paper if we refuse 
foreign paper. That is to say, the 
American securities now pledged as 
collateral for foreign loans must be 
liquidated in whatever degreé we de- 
cline to extend creflit. The prices of 
the two sorts of paper must. be dif- 


as| ferent nominally, yet equal actually, 


when all the factors are estimated. 
There are now billions of paper and 
hundreds of millions of gold, all. freer 
to move internationally than ever be- 
fore in the world’s experience. There 
is an irrésistible pressure for the free 
movement, for war takes no denial. 
For that reason the details of the new 
loan are of exceptional interest to any 
American who has idle funds. It. is 
to be at the rate of 5 per cent., issued 
at 95. The maturity is thirty years, 
redeemable after twelve years. The 
rate is about 544 per cent., depending 
upon the actual term. Our market is 
full of public bonds good enough for 
anybody around 4 per cent. There 
are some good foreign public bonds, 
minor issues, selling here near 5 per 
cent., but none of any transatlantic 
nation. Even joint national foreign 
bonds, with American collateral, sell 
down to a higher yield. 

The discouragement from seeing 
other similar issues sell at lower than 
offering terms on both sides the ocean 
is met by a novelty in British prac- 
tice. A sinking fund is. provided 
which will be used to buy the loan 
whenever $50,000,000 is accumulated. 
This is to be distinguished from’ other 
British sinking funds, which like. our 
own have never been strictly followed, 
and were intended for amortization 
rather than stabilization. Chancellor 
Law said that no better terms would 
be offered hereafter. The Govern- 
ment was prepared to raise funds to 
any extent, but hereafter in other 
methods than by increase of interest. 
To Englishmen there is offered the 
inducement of freedom from income 
tax, if they elect that method of sub- 
scribing. Only 5-per cent. need be 
paid on application, 
mainder at intervals until June. 

When we were passing through a 
comparable crisis our credit sank 
lower than England’s now. Those 
who had the courage of. their con- 
victions made fortunes, and, as the 
case proved, without any risk or a 
moment’s uneasiness. There may be 
Americans likeminded now. It is a 
consideration to Americans that their 
securities are ‘concerned hardly less 
than Hngland’s-in this.loan, and more 
if it should fail—of which there is no 
suggestion—than if it should succeed. 
There is in the conditions a rare com- 
bination’ of appeal ~ to selfishness, 
world patriotism, and regard to do- 
mestic concerns. Such opportunities 
for choice of action are rare as wars 
themselves. Only oné consideration 
seems sure—however peace may dis- 
turb other securities, these must im- 
prove in proportion that others suffer. 
The first sure sign of peace will. be 
strength of bonds, and these bonds in 
particular. ne

FROM THIRTEEN MONTHS TO FOUR. 

That there should be so long an in- 
terval, thirteen months, between the 
election of a Congress and its first 
meeting has seemed to many Amer- 
icans unfortunate and undemocratic. 
The mnandate of the people is slow to be 
fulfilled. _Many or most of the: plans 
for an ‘earlier meeting have proposed 
to do away with the short session and 
to assemble in January the Congress 
elected the preceding November. These 
plans were impracticable because they 
did not take into account the duty laid 
by the Constitution upon the outgoing 
Congress of counting the electoral 
vote. But it is in the power of Con- 
gress to fix.the times of its meeting. 
The Constitution directs that the Con- 
gress shall meet at least once every 
year, “and such meeting shall be ‘on 
“the first Monday in December, un- 
“less they shall by law appoint a dif- 
“ferent day.” 

Representative McARTHUE of Oregon 
has a bill providing that the regular 
sessions of a new Congress shall be 
three, the first on the first Monday 

fter the March 4 succeeding a Con- 
gress election, the second on the first 
Monday of the next October, the third 
on the first Monday of December of 
the next year. This plan would cut 
the interim between election and con- 
vening down to four months. Doubt- 
less public opinion is’ not yet suffi- 
ciently interested in the subject, and 
legislation about it will be tardy in 
coming, but i€ is worth thinking about 
and discussing. It is well to keep in 
mind, too, that Congress can “ appoint 
a different day,” if it chooses,

Hartfield, Sussex, England, — 
. Dec. . 22,--1916. 

My Dear Mrs. Deland: I wish I could 
have been. at your great meeting, not 
to hear my own poor poem read, but to 
have heard the voice of America speak- 
ing passionately. on the. side of Liberty 
and Righteousness. 

Your letter, for which I am very grate- 
ful, reaches me on -the.day which sees 
the publication of President. Wilson’s 
suggestion for a.halt. I.fear he has 
done harm by confusing’ the cause for 
which the Allies fight .with the cause 
for which Germany fought in the first 
instance. I canndt imagine how a just 
man can speak in the same breath of 
these two antagonistic afid utterly an- 
tithetical. causes. Of course ons recog- 
nizes the President's difficulty. It is 
impossible now for him to pass judg- 
ment on the German crime, and I sup- 
pose*that if he is to help. in bringing, 
back peace to the world, he must keep 
himself detached from this fearful 
struggle, But he makes an almost ir- 
reparable blunder—it is like an affront to 
cohscience—in lumping: us all together, 
the criminal and the police, the tyrant 
and the lover of liberty, the aggressor 
and the defender. Our people will be 
angered against him. 

All the same, I am longing with a des- 
perate heart for an end to this carnage. 
And I am disposed to think that the end 
is nearer than some of us imagine. My 
hope is that when peace comes, and 
when the full truth is known in Ger- 
many and Austria, there will be such a 
revulsion in their public opinion that the 
war lords will be'torn from their bloody 
thrones. That is the one end I care 
about. I don’t want to see Germany 
crushed; I don’t want to see her homes 
in flames, her daughters violated, her 
sons driven into slavery, her flag torn 
into shreds. I want, on the other hand, 
all that is good and honorable in Ger- 
many to take command of German des- 
tinies, and I want to see the Prussian. 
despots driven out of the homes of men 
forever and forever. 

I wish to God that’ America had risen 
at the very threshold of this vast calam- 
ity to the full height of her incomparable 
opportunity. It was for her to tell the 
German people that they were innocent 
and that their Prussian rulers were 
guilty. It was for her. to bid German 
democracy be gloriously free, or forever 
stained with the crimes of her rulers. 
She could have saved Germany, and she 
would: have had’ almost every German- 
Americah on her side. But she held her 
peace. She looked on. She saw us all 
as madmen. And even now, by the voice 
of her? President, she proclaims that we 
are fighting for the. same cause! I, am 
convinced that ‘‘the supreme issue of 
the war,” as one of our Conservativd 
statesmen said to me, ‘‘ is the repentance 
of Germany.” . We must fight on till her 
heart is changed or-her spirit is broken.
